What "Pink Eye" Really 


Is and What to Do About It

LL forms of eye inflammation, especially those 
affecting the eyelids and the visible portions of 
the eyeball, are annoyingr, because they mar 


the beauty of the patient The eyes are the moat con- 
spicuous feature of the human face. 
They attract 


or puzzle or repel. If they are bright and shining, if 
the whites are clear and if the lids arc free from 
scales and redness, the eyes are apt to be attractive. 
But if the lids and the whites of the eyes are red, even 
the casual observer experiences a feeling of repulsion. 


In conjunctivitis, or "pink eye," this redness of 


lids and eyeball will be noticed at once. 
When the 


lower lid is pulled gently away from the eyeball, i^ 
will be seen that swimming in the excess of tears are bits of flakes of 
mucus. In the morning the eyelids are glued together by the hardened

bor Improvements have been built 
by the natives. There are no forti- 
fications on the island, and the only 
armed force there is a small native 
guard. 
The natives are peaceful 


and take readily to trades taught 
them during the German occupa- 
tion. The chief exports of Yap are 
copra and beche de mer, which 
are paid for in either goods or 
stone money. This stone money is 
a very peculiar feature of Yap's 
currency systeai. 
It consists of 


limestones, from six to twelve feet 
in diameter and is brought entirely 
from the Pelew Islands in native 


canoes. The shells of pearl oysters 
are also used as currency. 
Yap 


boasts of a number of good roads 
but no draught animals or artificial 
means of transportation.
